A YEAR AGO GEN, CHARLES 


de Gaulle took dver the reins in 
‘France, At the time he was regarded 


asa potential “Man on Horseback.” 

Sinee then he has revealed a- 
degree of leadership that, controver- 
sia] as it may be on such questions 
as. the use of Fren¢h forees within 
the NATO organization, has re- 
* stored a measure of stability to the 
republic unknown in the last decade 
or two, 

Writing for The Christian 
Science Monitor, Joan Thiriet_oifers 
this judgment of his public person- 
ality; 

“Presictent—de- Gaulle over the 
past 12 months has presented the 
picture of a-man of an_ autocratic 
cast of mind, strong enough to 
direct his ministers with an author- 
ity-totally lacking under the Fourth 
Republic but. essentially antidicta- 
torial in his objectives, He sees hirm- 
self as the father of a much-mis- 
managed country, but not by any 
means as a déspotic mirent. 

“His attitude has been that of a 
kind but firm father. who knows 
what is best for the family but who 
is also anxious to teach the French 
to stand on their own fect, to admire 
virtue and disown facility, to face 


difficulty and overcome it with com- 
mon sense and perseverence.” 

Under him France has made 
astonishing economic gains, nas 
achieved a financial position 
stronger than any since the 1920s 
and has won back into circulation 
hidden French capital. . 

In labor-management relaticns 
the country has enjoyed a honey- 
moon that could end soon as wage- 
earners. begin to feel.that they have 
carried too much-of the load of 
French recovery. 

Fhe Algerian problem remains 
far from solved. But at Jeast de 
Gaulle has pushed through reforms 
which give the Moslems much move 
liberty and present to them a view 
of ultimate equality. 

“Politically, the country has been 
apathetic during the 12 months. The 
father image.of the president has 
been reassuring to many Frenchmen 
and the burning democratic ideal 
has appéared to slumber. 

Therein lies one of the dangers 
apparent after ‘a vear of de Gaulle. 
-He has brought strength and bene- 
volence to*France's administration 
But without «a successor imbued 
with his particular character, the 
form of -government he has set up, 
giving wide powers tothe executive 
could blaze the trail to dictatorship.
